Lively Discussion in Common Coun-
¢il Owver Concurrent Resolution
Calling for Cessation of Work On
Providence Rond Pave Until Street
Is Opened to Fuu Width and Fence
Lines Established—S8cranton Raill-
way Company Directed to Issue
Transfers.

YMre, chaleman, T am decidedly op-
posed Lo this resolution, I belleve the
clly has no right to arbitravily stop
work on a contriact legally made, and
I furthermore think that the contrac-
lor In charge wouldn't pay any more
attention to it than he would to a gen-
tle gephyr blowing from the South on a
bulmy July day."

These sentlmentls were expressed by
I, I, Palne at last night's meeling of
common councll, when wn concurrent
resolution from gelect councll was read,
which requests the director of public
works to notify the contractor in charge
to cease work on the Providence road,
until the street Is opened to Ita full
width and fence lines established, by
the superintendent of the bureau of
engineering, Several other members
expressed dissatisfaction at the reso-
lutton, which was finally passed with
an amendment by Mr. Calpin, which
provides that Superintendent Phillips
must report to councils on the matter,
within a week,

Last night's meeling of council was a
very long one, the session lasting until
10.30 o'clock. A large amount of new
business was transacted, among other
measures . resolution being passed
directing the Scranton Rallway coms-
pany to Issue transfers, within ten days
from the passige of the resolution,
from the Bellevue to SBouth Scranton,
lines and vice versa, Thig actlon was
taken, as the result of the report of the
joint committee of councils which was
appointed to confer with General Man-
ager Silliman, on the matter.

COMMITTEE REPORTS.

Olher committee rveports were the
following: Light and water commntittee,
approved of the ordinances providing
for two eleclric lights in the Second
wird, three street lights in the Fifth
ward and an electrle Hght In the Twen-
tieth ward; printing committee, ap-
proval of the ordinance fixing the num-
ber of newspapers in which the official
advertlsing of the city is to be done,
with an amendment changing the num-
ber from four to three; public buildings,
approvial of an ordinance providing
land for a yard and store house, for
the department of public works, This
commmittee made an amended report on
the orvdinance, appropriating $40,000 for
a flre and police house, and this was
later referred back to the superinten-
dent of bullding Inspection, with diree-
tiong to change the plans, from a two
story building, to one of three stories,
constructed of grey stone like that used
In the elty bullding, Instead of brick.

Mr, Stipp's report for the rallways
committee was adopted, approving the
ordinance providing for the erection of
safety gates on hoth sides of the Dela-
ware and Hudson crossing on Poplar
street, and penalizing a fallure of the
company to attend to this, and have
gatemen in charge. Mr. Evans, for the
streets and bridges committee, recom-
mended the acceplance by the clty of
West Park, The committee visited this
dnd found the streets In general good
condition, with the exception of small
parts of Sumner avenue, near Pelte=
bone street, and Hyde Park avenue,
between Petiebone street and Schlager
boulevard, where the rains have caused
conslderable damnge, A reduction in
the grade of Schlager and Oram boule-
vards was ulso recommended. The re-
port was adopted,

INTERVIEW WITH SILLIMAN.

My, Henry then muade the report for
the specinl committee, which Inter-
viewed General Manager Silliman, The
latter was seen nt his office, August 7,
and then informed the councllmen that
it was Impossible to issue the trans-
fera without heavy loss to the com-
piny. On the suggestion being made
that cars be run direct from Bellevue
to South Scranton, he declined, and
stated that this would mean the run-
ning of an extra car, and an additional
dally expense of $I5.

In discussing this, the report states;
“Ieononmy Is o strong polnt with Mr.
Silllman, Fifteen dollars a day out-
welghs the appeals of thousands of
people, In the eyes of this company,
which, It must be remembered, oper-
ates In the city by the grace of the
people.
